Efforts to prevent a strike Dec. 
16 of AFL, meat cutters employed 
in 155 chain stores and super mar- 
kets were begun today through 
the United States Conciliation 
Service. The union voted yester- 
day to strike in support of de- 
mands for higher wages and short- 
er hours. 

Representatives of the union, 
Local 88, and of employers opened 
mediation mectings at the offices 
of the Conciliation Service, in the 
Old Customs House. The com- 
mittees and federal conciliators 
are seeking a settlement of the 
unſon demands for a wage in- 
crease of $10 a week and a re- 
dud@ion of working time from 45 
hours to 40 hours. 

At the union meeting yesterday, 
in Carpenters’ Hall, the vote was 
599 to 2 for a strike. Balloting was 
supervised by the Missouri In- 
dustrial Commission, under the 
Madison Labor Act. A total of 622 
meat cutters is employed in chain 
stores and super markets in the 
city and county, operated by 15 
firms, including the Kroger Co. 
and other large concerns. Yester- 
day’s strike vote had the approval 
of the meat cutters’ international 
union, 

Present wage scales. in super 
markets are $69.50 a week for 
journeymen and $79 for bead 
butchers, working 45 hours. Nego- 
tiations became deadlocked recent- 
ly after employers offered a $3.50 
increase and a 44-hour week. The 
union objected particularly to the 
hours, to be worked in two 10-hour 
days and three 8hour days. 

Although wage contracts 
tween the union and all employers 
expired. Nov. 15, the strike action 
does not involve independent mar- 
kets in the city and county. About 
600 members of Local 88 operate 
their own markets, and 400 others 
work in independent shops. Nick

Britain, which has been -luke- 
‘warm to the new state carved 
from Palestine, “will in no circum- 
‘stances make use of its privileged 
vote to bar the admission to the 
United Nations of any state which 
tecures an unqualified majority of 
even votes in the Security Coun- 
til,” Sir Alexander Cadogan told

 DONORA, Pa., Nov. 29 (UP)— 
A Philadelphia chemist today 
blamed fluorine poisoning for the 
deaths of 20 persons in the Donora 


smog a month ago. 
Philip Sadtler, an independent 


investigator, told Donora borough 
council, “Chrenic fluorine poison- 
ing has been killing people in 
Donora for a long time. 

“It has left its characteristic 
trademark on the valley’s animals, 
crops and vegetation. They have 
been noticeably weakened for some 
time.” 

Sadtler said that from 12 to 28 
times the normal amount of fluor- 
ine was found in the blood of 
some smog victims. He attributed 
the deaths directly to fluorine, but 
pointed out that there were three 
other ‘toxic gases in the smog 
blanket. 

“In addition to the saturation 
of soot from many fires that didn’t 
combust properly, sulfur dioxide, 
carbon monoxide, and carbon di- 
oxide were in the air. These three 
could have eontributed in a minor 
way to the catastrophe. But it 
has not yet been shown they were 
present in quantities sufficient to 
kill.” 

Sadtler urged that five steps be 
taken — prevent a repetition of 
the smog disaster: 

1. Mind out which industrial 
chemicals’ and processes have 
been contaminating the air with 
hydrofluoric acid. 

2. Change the processes to pre- 
vent emission of fluorine-con- 
taining fuels. 

3. Make improvements in com- 
bustion to eliminate smoke. 

4. Use Cottrell electric precipi- 

tators to remove dust from the 
exhaust of stacks. 

5. Use “scrubbers” to absorb 
acid gases.

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To Stop Pension Chiseling 

A new batch of eloquent statistics on old-age 
pensions in Missouri has been issued by. the 
Missouri Public Expenditures Survey. The state's 
outlays for pensions have increased ten-fold since 
1936, until they consume’ 30 per cent of the 
state’s total revenues. .In proportion to its num- 
ber of old people, Missouri has nearly half again 
as many on the pension rolls as does the nation 
as a whole. 

Faced with this same eden various other 


. states have taken liens on the property of pen- 


sioners. The state’s outlay is then recovered 
from the estate of the pensioner upon the death 
of himself and of his immediate dependents. The 
adoption of such a law in Utah brought a one- 
fourth decrease in applications for pensions, 

A lien and recovery law does not penalize old 


people: it merely induces financially able heirs © 


to support their old people so that they can in- 
herit the estates without incumbrantes. By re- 
ducing the pension rolls, Jt makes more money 
available for old people who really need mr 
grants.

When Rufus Jones, great Quaker philos- 
opher nearing the end of his life, wrote the 
book that he knew would be his last, he 
was intent on leaving to the world, as the 
best heritage that he could bestow, a mes- 
sage of hope for the dawning of a new day 
in religious belief. His deathbed message 
was that religious conception must be con- 
stantly and freshly. reinterpreted in the 
light of the best knowledge available at 
any moment of time. 5 

The philosopher’s bequest was to those 
who want their religion unaltered by new 
discoveries. For many of these it would 
not be a welcome heritage. They were con- 
tent with what they had, were distressed 
at reinterpretations and were hostile to 
the testimony of history and science, Dr. 
Jones hoped, however, that his gift would 
open the minds of even these and help 
them to find their way to a religion of real- 
ity. This to him was what was vital. 

Religion, he wrote in his last will and 
testament to his generation, must maintain 
its reality in conformity with the intellec- 
tual currents of the times, not in a water- 
tight compartment of the mind, unaffected 
by the facts and processes and interpreta- 
tions of the world as a whole. 

Acknowledging a shrinkage of religion in 
institutions of higher learning, Dr. Jones 
ascribed it to the feebleness and failure of 
the interpreters of Christianity to square 
themselves with the known and proven 
facts of the universe. Preaching, he wrote 
has been timid, dull and unconvincing, be- 
cause it has reflected the reactionary views 
of powerful pew holders.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP)— 
Ben der Fulbright (Dem.), Arkan- 
gas, said today he would join Sen- 
ator Lodge (Rep.), Massachusetts, 
in sponsoring legislation to revise 
the electoral college setup. 

The Lodge proposal is to divide 
a state’s electoral vote in propor- 
tion to the popular vote cast in 


that state for presidential candi- gr 


dates. At present, the candidate 
getting the most votes in à state 
wins all of its electoral votes, 

Lodge presented his proposal at 
the last session of Congress and 
plans to re-introduce it next year. 
He has asked various Senators to 
join him. Fulbright told a re- 
porter today he would become a 
co-sponsor. 

Similar legislation was intro- 
duced in the House last winter 
by Representative Gossett (Dem.), 
Texas. 

Would Affect Minorities. 


“This proposal tends to dimin- 
fish the importance of small minor- 
ities in states with large elec- 
toral votes,” Fulbright said, “and 
provides a fairer system of elect- 
ing a President.” 

In a close election, he said, a 
small minority could swing New 
York’s entire 47 electoral votes to 
the Republican or Democratic 
column, as best suited its purpose. 

Under the Lodge proposal, he 
said, the two principal parties 
would share the electoral votes in 
proportion to the popular vote 
they received and the minority 
group would come in for a small 
fraction. 

The Lodge-Gossett measure 
would eliminate the present elec- 
toral college but would not dis- 
turb the number of electoral votes 
which a state has. 

How Plan Would Work. 


Here is how it would work: 

Assume that, in a state with 
13 electoral votes, the Democratic 
presidential candidate received 60 
2 cent of the popular vote, the

When we finished with Article 
28, we turned back for considera- 
tion of Article 21, which the hard-

Everyone has the right to 
work, to a free choice of employ- 
ment, to just and favorable con- 
ditions of work, and to protection 
against unemployment. 

“2. Everyone, without any dis- 
crimination, has the right to equal 
pay for equal work.” 

The first paragraph was almost 
unanimously accepted. In the 
second paragraph, the Soviet dele- 
gate wished to enumerate the dif- 
ferent kinds of discrimination, but 
his amendment was voted down 
and the second paragraph was 
agreed on as drafted.

HE best way to save money 
on food that keeps well is to 
buy it in as large quantities 
as is practical. For instance, it is 
practical to buy potatoes if one 
has a cool, dark place to store a 
sack or more. But even so, money 
won't be saved on this quantity 
buying unless the potatoes keep 
perfectly down to the last one. 
After potatoes lie dormant for 
some time, it is natural for them 
to reproduce themselves so they. 
start sprouting even in a dark, 
cool place as early as in Decem- 
When this happens, potatoes 
become withered and they are dif- 
ficult to peel, and wher they are 
cooked, they have a sweetish taste 
that is far from satisfactory. This 
change that takes place in pota- 
toes has caused losses to storage 
people and distributors as well as 
to farmers who cannot store their 
own winter supply, that cannot be 
estimated.

ARENTS who do not allow 
their children to invite their 
friends to their homes are one 
of the most serious problems of 
high school girls and boys.

VERHEARD on a bus: “I’m 
going to send the dress to be 
laun-dreed.” The word used is 
laundered, the past tense of laun- 
der. Note that the second syllable 
of laundered is -dered, not 
dried.“ The correct pronuncia- 
tion is: LAWN-derd; or: LAHN- 
-derd. , 
On more than one occasion I 


have heard the word malefactor 


pronounced “ r.“ The 
mispronunciation results from the 
erroneous idea that malefacter is 
formed from male, “masculine; 
pertaining to man,” plus factor. 
Indeed more than one reader has 
asked, If a man wrongdoer is a 
malefactor, isn’t a woman wrong- 
doer properly a female-factor?” 

The “male” of malefactor and 
the word “male” (man) are not 
the same, nor are they akin. Male 
(man) is from the Latin mascu- 
lus, “masc@line.”. The male of 
malefactor is Latin for “ill; evil.” 
It forms such words as malevo- 
lent, malediction, malice, malprac- 
tice, etc. 

Malefactor, then, means literal- 
ly “wrongdoer.” The word is 
neither masculine nor feminine. 
Pronounce it: MAL’uh-FAK-ter. 

The word papal means “of or 
pertaining to the Pope of Roms,

Both papal and the word pope 
are from the Latin word papa, 
“father,” from the Greek papas or 


pappas. 

The word papa, however spelled, 
is of infantile origin, from the 
baby’s repetition of “pa, pa,” in 
calling for food. The word mama 
likewise comes from the infant's 
repetition of “ma, ma” in seeking 
the breast,

Flashing used where the roof 
meets the chimney is usually 
brought up the Bide of the chim- 
ney and turned right into the 
masonry. If this pulls out it 
should be cemented back into the 
chimney.
